Local labor leaders were interested in the 
report of what they called General Miles’ 
latest fad.“ Secretary W. T. Sherman of 
the Building Trades council said: 

General Miles must be in a strange frame 
of mind. No sane man could conceive a 
scheme so utterly devoid of common sense. 
General Miles’ recent trip to semi-civilized 
portions ef Europe must have given him 
some néw ideas on city fortifications. #do 
not care to discuss his plan in detail. Itis 
so like him further discussion is unneces- 
sary. It is safe to say, however, his request 
never will be granted.“ 


Looks Like an Insult. 

M. J. McCarthy, editor of the Union Label 
Bulletin,. said: 

„This Miles plan looks like a studied 
insult to Chicago. General Miles has a 
standing grudge against our city, and he 
has simply made a suggestion that carries 
with it the implied assertion that Chicago 
should be literally. under the guns of the 
standing army -to insure the public peace.

returns were that the substitution of the son 
for the father as the Mayoralty candidate 
6f Themas Jefferson Democracy had proved 
a failure from any but the sentimental point 
of view. In facts the George candidacy has 
made but a beggarly showing, scarcely 5 per 
cent of the yotes having been cast for the son 
of the author of Progress and Poverty.“ 

The George vote possibly suffered by the 
failure of the Supervisors of Election to sup- 
ply a large number ofthe precincts with 
pasters to attach to the voting papers. The 
law requires that in the event of the death 
of a candidate before the date of the elec- 
tion, and after the voting papers have been 
printed, there shall be printed and supplied 
to each precinct pasters upon which is print- 
ed the name of the person selected in the 
prescribed manner to succeed the deceased 
candidate, the pasters to be attached to the 
ballot over the name of the original nominee. 

Although in the case of the Thomas Jeffer- 
son Democracy's ticket the person substi- 
tuted was of the same name as the candidate 
who died, Henry George, the Election board 
held that the letter of the iaw should be ob- 
served and pasters were ordered printed and 
distributed in. the prescfibed manner. As 
already stated, the distribution was not done 
in all cases, and consequently voters were 
under the necessity of writing in the name 
of the second Henry George or voting the 
ticket as it stoed, neither of which, it is 
claimed, was a literal compliance with the 
law. Im some cases citizens who had in- 
tended to vote for George would pot do so, 
anticipating that an attempt would result 
in the vitiating of the ballot as a whole. It 
has been held ir previous cases of a some- 
what similar character that the evident in- 
tent of the voter should be considered by the 
judges and the vote counted as regular, and 
this rule has in all probability been followed 
in many cases today. 


GLOOM AMONG REPUBLICANS. 


Quigg Refuses to Make a Statement 
and Tracy Keeps Outiof 
Sight. 


New York, Nov. 2.— Chairman Quigg of 
the Republican City and County committee 
was very glum, and left the headquarters 
at 8:40 o’clock. He refused to make a for- 
mal statement, and was very loath to dis- 
cuss the situation. At the headquarters 
there were few promment Republicans pres- 
ent, and they left the place shortly after 
Quigg did. No one would make a statement. 
The Republicans kept up their appearance 
of confidence until the early returns showed 
the gains for Van Wyck, and then collapsed 
entirely. It is impossible to describe the 
gloom at the Republican headquarters. If 
anything the depression was more apparent 
than at the George headquarters. At 9 
o'clock there were only one or two Repub- 
licans about. General Tracy did not appear 
at headquarters at all. : 

The headquarters of Robert A. Van Wyck 
at the Bartholdi Hotel were the scene of 
great joy as the returns began to indicate a 
sweeping Tammany victory. A score or 
more of people were in the rooms where the 
returns were being received, and they 
cheered continuously. But it was a feast 
without the host. Mayor-elect Van Wyck 
did not appear at the headquarters at any 
time during the night. He left the head- 
quarters at 4 p. m., going to police head- 
quarters with former Mayor Hugh J. Grant, 
where he entered a private room in the 
office af the Baller Inspector. He staid 
there until 7 o'clock receiving returns. He 
t an left, presumably for the Murray Hill 
Hotel. 

It was expected that he would be at the 
headquarters some time during the night, 
but at 10 o'clock the Mayor-elect’s private 
secretary announced that he would nat be 
there. He aiso said that Judge Van Wyck 
could not be seen at all.

HANNA HEARS THE RETURNS. 


Senator Receives the Election News 
at the Union Club in 
Cleveland. 


Cleveland, O., Nov. 2.—[Special.]—A pri- 
vate message from George B. Cox to Sena- 
tor Hanna at 8:45 tonight conceded the Dem- 
ocrats had carried CincinnatLand Hamilton 
County by at least 5,000, and was the first 
dispatch received on the Senator's private 
wire at the Union club.

T. Everett, chairman 
of the Republican County comrittee, was 
with him part of the evening, but most of 
the time he read the returns alone. He was 
not disappointed at Cox’s mournful message, 
for he had understood the shaky condition 
in Hamilton County for the last two weeks. 

H. Clay vans, Commissioner of Patents, 
and two score of Mr. Hanna’s fellow-club- 
men received practically the sume returns 
as Mr. Hanna by another wire in a lower 
room. 

Hanna’s dispatches from the first ten 
precincts showed Chapman 1,213; Bushnell, 
991. The first seventy precincts in Hamil- 
ton County from the down-town district of 
Cincinnati showed: Chapman, 10,667; Bush- 
nell, 8,943. 

Half an hour later came another mes- 
sage to Hanna from Cincinnati saying ninety 
‘precincts gave Chapman 13,883, Bushnell 
11.746. Forty precincts outside of Cincin- 
nati gave Bushnell 5,136, Chapman 4,329. 

The Hamilton County and Cincinnati fig- 
ures were expected, and so was Bushnell’s 
lead over Chapman when the precinct re- 
ports outside of Hamilton County started 
to come in. Senator Hanna never uttered a 
word when the result began to look more 
favorable for the Republicans, but there was 
a happy grin on his face. Hamilton County 
had been counted out by the Republicans 
almost from the first, and for the first two 
bours the reports practically confirmed his 
expectations. Not a word came to Senator 
Hanna from a single Cleveland precinct till 
after 9 o’clock. At 9:30 o’clock came a mes- 
sage to the Senator that 150 Hamilton 
County precincts gave Chapman 22,54, 
Bushnell 21.978. There was no word on the 
legislative ticket except Cox’s message ac- 
knowledeging defeat. 

The first precincts of Cleveland thai re- 
ported_were all from Democratic wards It 
was perfectly evident that there had been 
a bolt of the Republican legislative t:cket 
by over 100 in the first ten precincts, and 
Hanna's friends pointed out that Mayor 
McKisgon's laborers lived in those same 
precincts. The bolters had not voted a 
legislative ticket at all. 

Chairman Nash of the Republican State 
Central committee, telegraphed Senrtor 
Hanna at 10:25 o'clock that Ohio was then 
safe for the Republicans. A few minutes 
late: Hanna was made to smile again by a 
telephone message from the Cleveland Board 
of Elections that the Republican iegislative 
ticket in Cuyahoga County was undoubredly 
elected by majorities of from 500 to 1 000. 
Mason, Republican candidate for Repre- 
sentative, would probably be at the foot 
with 800. 

Clifford, the Republican. candidate for 
Representative on the Republican ticket, 
was cut by the Republicans in the strong 
Democratic wards, but ran up to the others 
in other parts of the city. . 

Senator Hanna was devouring ham 
sandwiches when the first report from 
Cuyahoga County outside of the city ar- 
rived. It came from Rockport, a Cleveland 
suburb. Bushnell had 117 votes then to 
Chapman’s 66. Only three Republican 
votes bolted the legislative ticket. Senator 
Hanna's close friends are openly charging 
Mayor McKisson with causing the legisia- 
tive bolt in the city.

Bushnell Carries the County by a 
Small Plurality. 


CHAPMAN LOSES AT HOME. 


Cincinnati, O., Nov. 3.—[{Special. ]—Indica- 
tions at 1 o’clock are that the Republican, 
State ticket has been elected by more than 
10,000. The Legislature is still in doubt, 
although the Republicans are now sure of 
Cuyahoga and Lucas Counties, and the re- 
turns show they have been successfül in 
many of the counties that have been consid- 
ered close by the Democrats. 

The Republican State Central committee 
estimates ‘that the Democrats have been 
making net gains of about 7% to 8 per pre- 
cinct, while to wipe out last year’s Republic- 
ah plurality they must gain slightly more 
than 10 to the precinct. 

News continued to grow brighter as the 
later telegrams came in, and shortly after 
11 p. m. the Republican committee statis- 
ticlan reported a Republican plurality on the 
State ticket of 11,014. At the hour 456 pre- 
cincts had been heard from, and they 
showed a net Democratic gain of 7% to 8 
to precinct, or total Democratic gain 19,- 
065. This was exclusive of Hamilton County, 
where it is estimated the Democrats have 
gained 21,000 over last vear. That gives the 
Democrats a total gain of 40,065 over last 
year on the State ticket, when McKinley 
had 61.000. 

Hamilton County gives Bushnell, Rep., 
1,610 majority, but all the rest of the ticket 
is elected by the Democrat and Independent 
Republican fusionists: Cuyahoga gives 500 
plurality for the head of the Republican 
ticket, and elects delegates to the Legisla- 
ture by a slightly reduced majority. These 
two counties send 26 members to the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and the result is a gain of 
2 for the Democrats. 

Jackson County, the home of Chapman, 
the Democratic candidate for Governor, was 
carried by the Republicans by from 500 to 
600, and Chapman's precinct gave a majority 
of 35 for Bushnell. 

The following are the complete returns 
from all the precincts of Hamilton County 
to the Board of Elections: Bushnell, Re- 
publican, for “Governor, 41,121; Chapman, 
Democrat, for Governor, 39,611. Bushnell’s 
plurality, 1,511. 

On the legislative ticket Cohen, fustonist, 
received 41,395 votes. Harris, the highest 
Republican on the Senatorial ticket, re- 
ceived 39,448 votes. Cohen’s majority, 1,947. 
The other thirteen fusionist candidates on 
the lg@gislative ticket ran very nearly up to 
Cohen’s majority. 

Candidates on the fusionist county ticket 
had majorities of from 2,000 to upwards of 
3,000. 

The total vote of Hamilton County with 
its 270 precincts was 82,000. The votes for 
other candidates than those on the ticket of 
the two great parties was light. 

Charles J. Christie, editor of the Com- 
mercial- Tribune [Rep. J. issued a bulletin at 
midnight saying: 

** Governor Bushnell and the entire Re- 
publican ticket is elected in Ohio by about 
25,000 plurality. Later information may in- 
crease the figures here given. 

“The Legislature is absolutely safe for 
the Republicans on joint ballot, thus insur- 
ing the reélection of Mark Hanna to the 
Senate. Cuyahoga County is Republican by 
5,000, and, conceding the Democrats every- 
thing which they claim in the Legislature 
outside of Cleveland, the Republicans still 
have a majority on joint ballot of seven 
votes. 

The Republican majority in the Legisla- 
ture will be from 12 to 16.

“Boss” of Hamilton County Announces

Cincinnati, O., Nov. 2.—George B. Cox,

statement: 

To the Public: For several months I 
have contemplated retiring from politics. I 
deemed it a duty I owed to myself and my 
family.

„ have given over twenty years of the 
best part of my life to the Republican cause, 
and J aspire to no office. I feel that I am 
entitled to a rest both from party work and 
from public and private abuse. and that I 
ought to give my time and attention to mv 
family and m friends, from which I expect 
to derive much pleasure. 

“To my steadfast friends while in pub- 
lic life I extend my sincere thanks.

DECISIONS OF SUPREME COURT. 


Deputy Peters Declares One Opinion 
Makes Sheriff Custodian of 
Courthouse. 


The Illinois Supreme Court handed down 
a decision in the contempt case of Dahnke 
vs. The People, which Chief Deputy Sheriff 
Peters declared means the Sheriff is the 
custodian of the Courthouse and the Crimi- 
nal Court Building. Mr. Peters concluded 
from this that if the Sheriff chose to assert 
his prerogative he could digcharge the pres- 
ent custodian, put in a deputy of his own, 
and replace the entire force of elevator men, 
engineers, watchmen, janitors, and scrub- 
women with men and women of his own ap- 
pointing. The salary list of the Court- 
house is $57,880 a year, and of the Criminal 
Court Building $40,800 a year, a total of $98,- 
680 


County Attorney Iles, who took the case 
up from the Appellate Court, said the ques- 
tion whether the Sheriff was also custodign 
was not at Issue and consequently was not 
passed upon by the supreme tribunal. He 
deglared only a question of contempt had 
been adjudicated. 

The point in the original case was whether 
Custodian Dahnke, in 1894, was guilty of 
contempt of court in transferring Judge 
Freeman's papers and books from room 421 
to room 307 without the con t of the court 
and against his protest, but accordance 
with the orders of the County board, 
Dahnke locked the door and refused to open 
it, so Judge Freeman fined him $50 for con- 
tempt of court and ordered the Sheriff to 
break down the door unless it was unlocked. 
The contempt’ case was carried up to the 
higher court. 

County Attorney Iles said the intention 
of the appeal was to have the question of 
custodian passed upon, but none of the 
courts, he said, took,up that phase. They 
all decided Dahnke's act was in the nature 
of contempt and stopped there. 

President Healy of the County board, 
when teld of the decision, said: 

“The Legislature has empowered the 
County board to appoint a custodian, and 
that is subsequent to the commencement of 
the Dahnke case.“ 

The Supreme Court also handed down a 
decision in the cases of W. 8. Cantrell 
against Seaverns, and a number of elevator 
men in Illinois. The Railroad and Ware- 
house commission, of which Cant- 
rell was a member., canceled a 
number of warehouse licenses on 
the ground the several defendants had been 
dealing in. the grain stored in their ware- 
houses. The licenses were sustained by the 
Circuit Court of Cook County and the judg- 
ment of the Circuit Court was affirmed by 
the Appellate Court. The decision of the 
Appellate Court was affrmed. 

In the case of the Illinois Central Rail- 
road Company vs. The City of Chicago the 
judgment of the Superior Court of Cook 
County was affirmed by the Supreme Court. 
The City of Chicago sought to condemn the 
right of way of the railroad for 
the extension of Seventy-first street. 
The railroad claimed that the ver- 
dict was based on evidence which was not 
competent, the witnesses for the city hav- 
ing had no experience in railroading. The 
decision says: “It would be a startling 
rule to announce that only men operating 
railroads or having experience in that line 
would de competent witnesses to determine 
the value of land in condemnation proceed- 
ings under the eminent domain statutes.“ 


TO CHECK PELAGIC SEALING. 


Three Powers Ready, to Sign the Treaty, 
but Great Britain’s Purpose Is 
Still Unknown. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 2.—Important 
preparations are being made for the signing 
of the neo treaty between the United States, 
Russia, and Japan for the suspension of 
pelagic sealing in Bering Sea and the North 
Pacific, as exclusively announced by the 
Associated Press. It can now be stated the 
formal ceremony of signing is expected to 
occur at the State department next Friday. 

In the meantime, by concerted action be- 
tween the three powers, they will enlarge 
the rank and dignity of those who wilt put 
their names to the instrument so that they 
will sign, not as ‘delegates, but as Envoys 
Extraordinary andPlenipotentiary. It has 
been as “‘ delegates to the conference that 
Messrs. Foster, Hamlin, Botkin, Fugita, and 
the others have arrived at a satisfactory 
agreement. For this reason it has been nec- 
essary to defer the signing until the govern- 
ments at St. Petersburg and Tokio changed 
the character of their representatives from 
delegates to Envoys Extraordinary. Thisis 
now being done by cable, which is somewhat 
unusual in, the appointment of envoys and 
the issuance of powers to them, but which is 
felt to be warranted by the circumstances 
of the present case. It is stated also tnat 
the attitude of Great Britain will in no way 
affect the conclusion of the treaty, and that 
the delay until Friday is solely for the pur- 
pose of securing the approval of the other 
powers and not to reconcile any differences 
with the British authorities. The draft of 
the new treaty has been completed and copies 
of it are in the hands of the representatives 
of the three governments. 

— 

The foundation has been completed upon 
which the Logan statue will rest at lowa 
Circle, and work has been suspended to 
await the arrival of the bronze pedestal 
from Rome, Italy, where it is being cast.

Ranks by the Rapid-Fire Guns— 
Spain’s Soldiers Go Over the Fields 
Killing the Cuban Woynded—Looks. 
for “ Free Cuba Before the End of 
the Year. 


Key West, Fia., Nov. 1—A letter was re- 
ceived here a few days ago from John Lynn, 
the young man who left Jacksonville to 
join the insurgent band last year, and who 
has been in charge of the pneumatic gun of 
the insurgents for months. It said in part: 

We have a great many little skirmishes, 
sometimes using the dynamite guns and 
sometimes the smaller rapid-fire guns that 
I have. I have forty-five men under me, and 
we have one dynamite gun and three rapid- 
fires. One of the latter is named Gomez, 
because it is always to be relieu on, while 
another one is called Weyler, because it 18 
always out of order when wanted, and is a 
lot. of trouble. 

One of our flercest fights recently was in 
some hills near Seiba, in Havana Proyince. 
We had a large hospital there, in which were 
a number of Cuban officers, and I was de- 
tailed there for awhile to guard them, as we 
were making some repairs to our battery, 
and also had information that the Spanish 
would attack us there in force. We had 
things arranged for them with the battery 
skilifully concealed behind some light bushea 
at the head of the path that led into the hills, 
while on each side of the defile troops were 
stationed with hand grenades and rocks to 
pour into the Spanish columns. The hills 
were almost like a horseshoe where we 
were, the open part being a roadway about 
600 feet wide at first, and then contracting 
into a narrow road or path of not over 25 or 
80 feet. 

Drawn into the Ambush. 


On each side the cliffs were very high and 
steep, making it impossible for the Spanish 
troops to scale it, so that they had no chance 
to attack us in the rear. Our spies led the 
Spanish columns on, and they came, early 
one morning; under command of General 
Morino, I am told, about 1,500 strong. It 
was a grand sight to see them coming, 
marching along, and it made me nervous to 


think that at any moment we would be. 


slaughtering them like cattle. They came 
on, with their cavalry in front, straggling 
along the road, not fearing any ambuscade, 
but still keeping a pretty good lookout. 

When they got up to within about 1,000 
feet of us they partially slowed up and made 
up their columns, and then came on quickly 
and quietly, not a note being sounded, and 
they marched up quite cautiously. We wait- 
ed until we could see the expressions on the 
men’s faces, when I gave the order to fire. 
It seemed like a very hades broke loose. My 
shell from the dynamite gun exploded in the 
column, and the air was filled with dismem- 
bered fragments of human bodies, while the 
horrible shouts of the soldiers still ring in 
my ears. Our rapid-fire guns opened at the 
game moment, and to add to the horror the 
men on each side of the ravine or road on 
the cliffs overhead threw down rocks and 
hand grenades. It was the wildest gcene 1 
ever saw in my life. The horses and men 
fioundered together in one wild scramble. 
The shouts of the officers and shrieks of the 
wounded men and the neighing of the fright- 
ened horses all produced a wild chaos of 
sounds that one can never forget. 


Slaughter from the Dynamite Gun. 


Again we opened on them and gave them 
another voliley. The Spaniards turned and 
scrambled for the outlet, the cavalry rush- 
ing through the infantry, tumbling down 
men by the score. It was such a slaughter 
that after the fourth shot from the dyna- 
mite gun I could not fire it again, and I felt 
Uke doing murder. The rapid-fire guns under 
the Cubans in my command kept up their 

y work, and they mowed down the flee- 
ing men on all sides. It was a Spanish rout 
and one of the most disastrous battles for 
them that they have ever had. Our men 
pursued them far out into the hills, and if 
they had not met reinforcements their whole 
detachment’ ot 1,500 men would have been 
killed or taken captive. Even when ‘they 
met their reinforcements coming in they did 
not dare to attack us, but retreated toward 
Our men gathered up the dead and buried 
the most of them, the number, I believe, be- 
ing over 800. There were nearly 400 wound- 
ed, some of whom were released, while the 
others were taken to the neighboring town 
by our humane commander, Castillo, who 
was then here, and word was sent to the 
Spanish officials where they could find them. 


Our commanders have given orders to treat 


the Spanish wounded with a great deal of 
care, but our wounded are horribly treated 
by the Spanish. 


Spanish Kill Wounded Cubans. 


At the end of every engagement or battle 
the Spaniards go over the field killing our 
wounded and mutilating them terribly. We 
are now in better shape than we have ever 
been, and several expeditions have landed 
recently. The only thing I need especially 
is shells for my pneumatic gun, which are 
get. Sometimes we have to leave 
it behind on account of not having enough 
ammunition, but I was told yesterday that 
200 rounds had arrived on the last ship and 
that the Jacksonville Junta had undertaken 


to see that ammunition for this gun was 


sent on every ship. | 

I haven't time to write more now, but I 
am in hopes that, if our present luck con- 
tinues, we can say Free Cuba before the 
end of the year.

LACK OF CREDIT ABROAD. 


Builders Holding Back Vessels 
Already Built. 


GEN. BLANCO IS CONFIDENT. 


London, Nov. 2.—In well-informed circ:es 
here it is not believed Spain has signed the 
contracts réferred to in the Daily Chronicle 
today as having been concluded last week, 
by which Spain acquires some cruisers, 
armed with quick-firing guns, which the 
builders had nearly completed for another 
government. 

It is known that the Spanish government 
recently endeavored to purchase warships 
from British shipbuilders, but the negotia- 
tions failed on account of Spain’s inability 
to pay cash, and it was understood that her 
agents then began looking for warships 
which other countries were building. 

Some of these countries are building ships 
in England, among them being Chile, and it 
is supposed the government of that republic 
is willing to transfer to Spain three cruis- 
ers—the O' Higgins, the Esmeralda, and the 
Ministro Zentino—which have been prac- 
tically completed by the Armstrongs. The 
latter, however, are only willing to sell the 
three cruisers to Spain for cash. 

The Thompsons finished six torpedo boat 
destroyers for Spain a year ago. The firm 
delivered two of the boats and is holding the 
others under the pretext of finishing them, 
but the general supposition is that the 
Thompsons are really holding the destrcy- 
ers for payment. One of the foremost finan- 
ciers of this country usserts that Spain is 
unable to raise more money abroad, and it 
is not thought’ likely that she can procure 
warships on the promise of paying for them 
with money she may raise later on by inter- 
nal loans. This refers to the statement of 
the Daily Chronicle that when the question 
of finance was raised by the constructors of 
the cruisers which Spain would like to pur- 
chase, the Spanish Minister of Marine, Ad- 
miral Bermajo, said that in the event of 
war (presumably with the United States) 
the Spanish government, by appealing to the 
the people of Spain, could 
count upon raising a large internal war loan. 


GEN. BLANCO IS CONFIDENT. 


Has Formed a Favorable Opinion Re- 
garding the Pacification of 
the Island. 


Madrid, Nov. 2.—Marshal Blanco, the new 
Captain General of Cuba, has sent a cable 
message to the Spanish government, saying 
he has formed a favorable opinion regarding 
the prospects for the pacification of Cuba. 

A semi-official note was circulated today 
giving a more exact indication of the con- 
tents of the Spanish note in reply to the 
communication of the United States on the 
subject of Cuba than has hitherto been pub- 
lished. 

Spain, in concluding that portion of her 
reply to the United States, expresses the 
hope that this phase of the situation will 
be changed, and that the United States 
will try to “ prevent further violations of in- 
ternational law.“ 

Replying to the offer of mediation made 
by the United States, Spain says she hopes 
the United States will act “ loyally and cor- 
rectly in helping Spain to pacify Cuba, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that such an ex- 
tended form of autonomist government is 
about to be sincerely granted.“ 

The general feeling here is more hopeful 
of a peaceful outcome of the situation, espe- 
clally since Marshal Blanco’s arrival at 
Havana, as it is believed his presence will 
greatly further the solving of the Cuban 
problem. At the same time it ts pointed 
out that the submission of the insurgents 
cannot be expected unless they are en- 
tirely abandoned by the United States.“ 

The first part of the reply is a paraphrase 
of the latest note of the United States. It 
concludes.with the assurance that Spain is 
animated by the same friendly feeling as 
expressed on behalf of the United States. 
The second part of the reply goes into elab- 
orate details concerning the various fili- 
bustering expeditions. 

Another list of appointments by Marshal 
Blanco, the new Captain General of Cuba, 
was issued from the palace today. Brig- 


j}-adier General Louis Valderra has been or- 


dered to assume command of the central 
district of Havana. Brigadier General Diaz 
de Civella assumes command of the eastern 
district of this province, and Brigadier Gen- 
eral Andres Garoto will in future command 
the western district of Havana Province. 
The southern district command is done 
away with. 

Staff Colonel Julius Alvarez Chacon is ap- 
pointed Marshal Blanco's second chief of 
staff, and Lieutenant Colonel Lewis Fon- 
tana has been made chief of staff of Havana 
Province division. 

The Imparcial says: “It is very strange 
that the Three Friends should leave the 
United States engaged in lawful trade and 
yet have a government official on board asa 
guarantee of the legality of her voyage. It 
may be a trick of the United States govern- 
ment to incite Spain to exercise the right of 
search, which is always lable to bring 
about diplomatic complications.” 

Vienna, Nov. 2.—The Tageblatt today pub- 
lishes a report of an interview with the 
United States Ambassador to Germany, 
Andrew D. White,-on the subject of Cuba, 
in which Mr. White is quoted as saying 
that the Americans do not desire the an- 
nexation of Cuba, but that humanity and 
commercial interests will compel them to 
intervene. The recall of General Weyler, 
Mr. White is said to have continued, has 
made a favorable impression in the United 
States, “where Premier Sagasta has many 
sympathizers.“ 


The Americans, he is quoted as saying. 


“will patiently await the realization of 
autonomy, and when it is realized the réla- 
tions between Spain and the United States 
will return to their normal condition.“

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‘BLE PERFORMANCE AT GRAND. 


Great Polish Artiste Shows Her Wona- 
dertul Ability as an Impersonator 
of Character .- In the Appre- 
ciation ef the Comic Passages and 
in Showing the Different Shades of 
Feeling She Proves Herself Beyond 
Comparison Even with Bernhardt. 


Those who saw Modjeska in Mag- 
da last night at the Grand Opera-House 
will have cause in years to come to look 
back upon that performance as one of the 
dramatic experiences of their lives. 

Great actresses are born about once ina 
generation. At the present moment we 
have three in the worid, who have proved 
themselves capable beyond all doubt of in- 
terpreting the masterpieces of the modern 
theater. It is just a year and a half since 
Sarah Bernhardt played Magda in 
French at the Columbia, and a still greater 


period has elapsed since Duse appeared in 


Chicago. And so it is difficult to compare 
one’s impressions of the Italian and French 
actresses as exponents of Suderman's great- 
est character.. 

It was certainly as Magda that Mme. 
Bernhardt pleased her audiences most when 
she was here two seasons ago, and yet it is 
an exaggeration to say that her interpreta- 
tion was far inferior as a work of art to 
that given last night by Modjeska. 


Impersonator of Character. 


Bernhardt generally succeeds because 
she is Bernhardt, and not because she rep- 
resents any one else on the stage. She has 
the same extraordinary magnetism, whether 
she is playing Camille or La Tosca, Magda 
or Phedre; and her methods are the same 
in either case. Modjeska is an impersonator 
of character in every sense of the word. 

Her personality forces itself upon the 
Audience, and yet it is a totally different 
personality when she plays Magda from 
that with which she wins us when she 
undergoes the sufferings, of Mary Stuart. 
Last night she was Magda in all her varying 


moods, but especially perhaps when she dis- 


played that extraordinary strength of ma- 
ternal feeling which seems to beloag by na- 
ture to all women who have been tempted 
and have fallen. 

One of the truest touches in the whole of 
this remarkable play is to be found in the 
scene where the old Major first questions 
his datghter, and has his doubts half con- 
firmed by the manner of the woman who 
instinctively caresses him with maternal 
rather than with filial fondness. Here 
Modjeska was in her element, and it is here 
precisely that she has the advantage over 
Bernhardt, whose love is always of pe feline 
sort. 


Equal to All Moods. 


But iri every other mood the great Polish 
actress was equally successful, whether it 
was in her scornful attitude towards her 
former betrayer or in the sarcasm inspired 
by the visit of the neighboring gentlefolk. 

Bernhardt's version may be more intense, 
and Dusé’s utter simplicity may be more 
effective, but in her grasp of the different 
shades of feeling, and, above all, in her ap- 
preciation of the comic passages, Modjeska 
is beyond comparison. Magda ”’ resembles. 
Ibsen's Wild Duck in being a great trag- 
edy and a great comedy at the same time. 


Life in All Aspects. 


The characteristic, in fact, of the great 
modern playwrights is their capacity 
for looking upon life in all its 
aspects and absolutely without . senti- 
ment. Very few of our actors and 
actresses have reached a point where they 
can take a similarly detached view of the 
situation. They have been accustomed by 
tradition to separate comedy and tragedy, 
just as if they could ever be separated in 
real life, and if they ever do attempt to 
introduce a little comic relief into the dull 
level of tragedy it is of a very sad and wat- 
ery nature. Even Dusé tinges her whole 
attitude towards fate with a languid mel- 
ancholy which robs her best performances 
of their complete. value. : 

Modjeska, on the other ‘hand, is always 
alert to catch a new phase of the situation. 
She succumbs for a moment underneath the 
burden of her responsibility to her family, 
but even from that despair she rises tri- 
umphant, and one feels that she will be 
able to sing again and even smile at mis- 
fortune when the days of mourning are 
over. 

The acting of the company was better than 
it was on the previous night, especially in 
the case of Mr. Haworth, whose Major Schu- 
bert was an excellent piece of work—a 
shade overdone in places, but for the most 
part worthy of the highest praise. Mr. John 
Malone made a sorry attempt to play the 
rector. 


SEE PAINTINGS AND SCULPTURE 


Tenth Annual Exhibition of American 
Works Viewed by Chicagoans at 
the Art Institute. 


The pictures and statuary composing the 
tenth annual exhibition of American oll 
paintings and sculpture, which were viewed 
by the public for the first time at the Art 
Institute last evening, contains a larger 
number of works than most of Its predeces- 
sors. Of the forty-seven works in sculpture 
and 889 oll paintings seventy-one were se- 
tected in Paris by Miss Sara Hallowell and 
eleven others from Paris were selected from 
a collection which had been sent to the St. 
Louls Exposition. Of the others selected by 
juries in American cities 170 are from Chi- 
cago, 77 from New York, 37 from Boston, 22 
from Philadelphia, 18 from St. Louis, and 
16 from Cincinnati. 

These selections were made from an ag- 
gregate of 546 works submitted, not includ- 
ing those examined in the St. Louis Ex- 
position. 

A most interesting feature of the exhibi- 
tion is a collection of fifteen landscapes by 
William L. Picknell.

Found Near Winnetka. 
HID IN A LONELY SWAMP. 


Setter Shot Through the Heart, 
but Man's Death Is a Mystery. 


HAVE LAINTHERE LONG TIME 


The dead body of a man supposed to have 
been murdered and that of an Irish setter 
dog were found yesterday afternoon by 
Henry and Frank Series, lying together in a 
marshy spot under a clump of willows on 
the outskirts of Winnetka. Nothing ap- 
peared to show the cause of the man's death. 
A bullet had ended the canine life of his 
companion. 

A revolver with only one empty chamber 
lay on the man’s breast, and his hands were 
folded under him in such a manner that it 
is not believed that he could have fired a 
bullet into his own heart. The spot where 
the bodies were found is one of the most de- 
serted sections in the vicinity of Winnetka. 

The Scries brothers, who have lived in 
the neighborhood for years, walked through 
the swamp for the first time in their lives 
yesterday. It is a deserted spot, seldom 
visited by anyone. A horse belonging to 
Benjamin Clifford strayed from a _ field 
nearby, and the boys started out to find the 
animal. 


Bodies There a Long Time. 


They made a circuit around the swamp 
land, which covers nearly five acres, and 
then started from the point nearest the road 
on the north and walked south. The water 
was dried up near the borders of the marsh, 
but in many places they were compelled to 
jump from tuft to tuft of grass in order 
to keep out of the mire and deep pools. It 
was when the boys had nearly reached the 
center of the undergrowth that they 


stumbled upon the dead bodies, which must 


have lain there for a long time, judging from 
their condition. 

Henry Scries, the elder brother, jumped 
across a broad expanse of water and as he 
clutched the bushes to save himself from 
falling backward he stumbled over the body 
of the man and fell upon the dead dog. He 
called to his brother, but not in time to 
save the latter from passing through the 
same ordeal. The boys did not stop to ex- 
oe the body further than to look at the 
ace, 

They notified Benjamin Clifford, who lives 
a short distance away, and together the 
party went to the village and notified the 
Village Marshal, W. H. Schafehen. Schafe- 
hen sent word to the Coroner and secured 
permission to take the body from the swamp 
and then obtained the assistance of,Under- 
taker Hebblethwaite of Evanston to move 
the remains. 

It was dark before the official was pre- 
pared to go to the deserted marsh. Im com- 
pany with the Scries boys and the under- 
taker he made his way to the field adjoin- 
ing Clifford’s home and an attempt was 
made to penetrate the swamp from the 
south. The men carried lanterns and waded 
into the mire and for an hour wandered 
about in search of the two bodies. The 
search was fruitiess, and a second attempt 
was made from the north side, where the 
boys had made their exit, but with no bet- 
ter result. Then an attempt was made from 
the west side, and after searching for some 
time the body was found. 


Murder Theory Is Formed. 


A careful examination was made by the 
Village Marshal of all the surrounding 
bushes, and then the theory of murder was 
formed. The bushef for several feet around 
were bent and broken, and the long, dry 
Swamp grass was broken and trampled 
down. The body was lying with the feet to- 
ward the spring, and close to the water's 


edge a Sceteh cap was found between the 


man's outstretched feet. The point which 
puzzled the official was the location of the 
revolver and the mystery of its contents. 

The revolver contained only two shells 
and one of these had been discharged, lle 
the other was still primed and in good condi- 
tion. -It appeared that the dog and man 
died almost at the same time. There was 
no perceptible hole through the man’s coat, 
although he may have been shot through the 
heart. 

The position of the revolver is the puzzle. 
When the Village Marshal reached the 
swamp it was found lying on the grass 
nearly a foot to the right of the body, but 
it was evident that the Scries boy had 
kicked it with his foot as he stumbled over 
the remains, for it was partly pressed into 
the soft earth and covered by a fresh foot- 
print. The mark of where it had been pre- 
vious to the discovery was plainly outlined 
on the right lapel of the dead man’s coat. 
The revolver had rusted and left a bright 
rust mark upon the coat. 

Schafehen ordered the remains put into a 
rough box and sealed until the Coroner 
could hold an inquest, and refused to open 
the clothes in search of a-bullet wound ih 
the vicinity of the heart. When the body 
was raised and placed in the box the under- 
taker searched through the pockets, and 
found only two lead pencils in one of the 
vest pockets. 

The body is well dressed, and Marshal 
Schafehen believes that the man was hunt- 
ing near the borders of the swamp, although 
no gun nor cartridge belt was found. He 
says that every indication points to mur- 
der, and in such a case the gun and cartridge 
belt were probably carried away by the 
murderer. The dog, he says, was probably 
summoned to fight for its master and was 
then shot, and he expresses the opinion that 
the man was stabbed in a hand-to-hand 
contest. These marks, he thinks, will be 
found when the Coroner holds an inquest. 
The body was taken to Evanston and an in- 
quest will be held this morning.

Governor Tanner informed the Coni- 
mercial club in his irrelevant speech that 
the organization of the Chicago press is 
essentially that of a trust as the word 
“trust is commonly understood. But the 
‘Governor differs widely with the law in 
its definition of a “trust.” This is what he 
said: 

The organization of the Chicago press is 
essentially that of a trust, as the word 
trust is commonly understood. The pro- 
prietors of the leading daily newspapers of 
this city, with the exception of the Inter- 


meets once a week, for what purpose? It 
may have other ends to subserve in this 
weekly meeting, but its chief object is to 
determine the policy of the papers which be- 
long to the combination, what treatment 
they will jointly and severally accord to all 
‘public measures and to all public men. Its 
deliberations are in the nature of those of 
the star chamber, whose name in English 
history is the symbol of tyranny and of in- 
famy. The man who fails to do its bidding 1s 
slated for slaughter, . 

In what particular does a newspaper trust 
differ in its aims, principles, or methods from 
any other trust? And yet these pretended 
opponents of trusts and monopolies have or- 
,@anized themselves into the most gigantic 
monopoly, the most dangerous trust of the 
present age. Ofall known trusts, this is the 
most venal and corrupt. 

The newspaper trust of the City of Chicago 
has been and is for sale for an adequate 
pecuniary consideration, upon every ques- 
tion that has come before the Chicago Com- 
mon Council or the Legislature of Illinois. 

There is not a promoter in Chicago who 
does not know that in the incipiency of 
every scheme for the enriching of individuals 
at the expense of the public at large his first 
step must be to see the newspaper trust, and 
that if he fails to make terms with it, he 
must expect its opposition; his proposition 
will be assailed by it from start to finish. 

Jam aware that the language which I have 
employed is libelous. If these statements 
‘are untrue, I am amenable to the criminal 
law of libel, and liable also to the civil courts 
for damages. What I have said, I have said 
deliberately, after full reflection, and with 
the possible consequences before my eyes. 

I invite prosecution. I challenge the news- 
paper trust to meet me in the courts. If, 
after this public charge, it falls to prosecute, 
it must stand convicted before the bar of 
public opinion of the truth of the charge 
which I have made, and that by its own 
silent confession.

question that has come before the Council 
or the Legislature.” : 

These papers all opposed the Allen law. 
Then they must have been bought by some- 
body, according to the Governor. By 
whom? He did not favor the Commercial 
club with the information. They also fa- 
vored the civil service law when before the 
Legislature. Then they must have been 
bought. By whom? The Governor neg- 
lected to furnish the information. 

Then the Governor declured he knew the 
language he was using when he called the 
alleged trust venal was libelous, and he 
valiantly dared “the Chicago newspaper 
trust to take up the gauntlet and prosecute 
bim civilly or criminally 

What empty bravado this is! In the first 
place, Tanner knows that corporations or 
“trusts” cannot bring libel suits, but he 
fancied his hearers might be ignorant of 
that fact. He can with impunity charge 
the alleged newspaper trust with every 
conceivable sin. 

The substance of it is that, for certain 
simple, legitimate business purposes of a 
most restricted kind, the Chicago papers 
are members in the two associations men- 
| tioned, including his personal organ, the 
Inter-Ocean, and in none other. They are 
enabled thereby to diminish slightly what 
they lose by selling papers at one cent to the 


press of no other great city in the world 
equals the Chicago papers for complete- 
ness of news or cheapness of price. 

The editorial pages of the Chicago papers 
never are unanimous except when the road- 


ferences or combinations, and in the nature 
of things there can be none. 
That is understood by the members of the 


Chicago papers, and hence. they listened 
‘with ill-concealed contempt and irritation 
to these baseless statements thrust in their 
faces by an official who had been invited to 
their dinner to discuss a totally different

YESTERDAY'S STATE ELECTIONS, 

The elections held in the year immediate- 
ly: following a Presidential contest are al- 
most invariably marked by a lack of inter- 
est and apathy by which he party which 
has won in the preceding contest is always 
the greatest sufferer. So the Republicans 
had no reason to expect that they would be 
able to poll anywhere this month the heavy 
vote which they polled last November. 
But they did have reason to expect that of 
the gold Democrats who voted for McKin- 
ley last year many would not vote at ail 
or would vote for regular Democratic-can- 
didates if the free silver issue was not 
crowded on them too energetically. 

The Democratic vote would have fallen 
off this year proportionately about as much 
as the Republican had it not been that in 
some of the States, like lowa and Nebraska, 
the Bryanites made a desperate attempt to 
rally. They hoped that in view of the an- 
ticipated Republican apathy they might be 
able to win a few victories. But their ex- 
pectations have not been realized. 

So the Republicans have no reason to feel 
disappointed with the result except in New 
York and Ohio, Elsewhere thoy have held 
their own as well as could have been ex- 
pected. They have no reason to look for- 
ward with apprehension to the elections of 
1898, The free silver cause certainly has 
lost ground. 

In lowa the free silver Democrats, Popu- 
lists, and bolting free silver Republicans 
fused and nominated White for Governor. 
They had Bryan over to help them, and 
stumped the State energetically. Never- 
theless the Republican nominee, Shaw, has 
a majority of 30,000, This falls short of the 
65,000 which McKinley had, but it is suft- 
‘elent to show that Iowa stands firmly on 
the side of sound money. Neither the farm- 
ers nor the city voters can be induced to 
allow the vote of their State to be cast for 
rotten money, even in an off year. 

Nebraska is close, and may have elected 
the Republican candidate for Judge over 
the nominee of the United rotten-money 
faction. The 18,000 majority for Bryan 
last year has certainly been reduced. The 
prosperity which the Nebraska farmers 
have enjoyed this year has had a beneficial 
effect on them. It has weakened their faith 
in the virtue of cheap silver dollars. 
Defeat in his own State will hit Bryan 
harder than the defeats in other and larger 
States, He had set his heart on carrying 
Nebraska. He had made many speeches 
there, and in every one of them he had 
dwelt on the importance to the free silver 
} cause of winning a victory in his 
State.

TAMMANY WINS IN GREATER NEW YORE 

The expected has happened. Returns of 
yesterday’s municipal election in Greater 
New York show the election of Van Wyck, 
| rege Democrat, for Mayor by a plu- 

lity of 65,000 totes over Low, Citizens’ 
union, next highest on the list. The votes 
of the respettive candidates, with only fifty 
election districts uncounted, are: Van 
Wyck, 229,023; Low, 148,262; Tracy, 100,- 
145; George, 19,442; scattering, 8,000. Of 
course the other candidates on the general 
ticket follow the head. 

Owing to the peculiar nature of the can- 
vass just closed in New York, the fact that 
this was the first election in the newly or- 
ganized corporation, the number of tickets 
in the field, and the prominence of the lead- 
ing candidates, the result has been awaited 
with a degree of interest unprecedented in 
the history of municipal elections. A con- 
spicuous feature of the campaign has been 
the division and disorganization of parties, 
destroying the ordinary Dasis for calculat- 
ing results in advance. The death of Henry 
NGeorge within five days of the termination 
of the campaign had the natural effect to 
demoralize his supporters and undoubtedly 
contributed to swell the vote of the Tam- 
many candidate somewhat. On the other 
hand, the Republican vote was divided be- 
twen Low (Citizens’ union candidate) and 
Tracy (straight Republican), the contest 
between their supporters being scarcely 
less bitter than that with the common ene- 
my. As a consequence it will be seen that 
enough votes; were thrown away upon 
Tracy to have elected Low by a plurality 
of over 19,000 votes. 

Wallace, the Repubtican candidate for 
Judge of the Court of Appeals, has suffered 
with the rest of the ticket and party in con- 
sequence of the division in the Republican 
ranks, being defeated by many thousands 
of votes in the State. i 


THE RESULT IN OHIO. 

The Republicans have carried Ohio for 
their State ticket. Governor Bushnell has 
been reélected by 15,000 to 25,000 major- 
ity, while McKinley got 49,000. Both par- 
ties are claiming the Legislature, and at 
best it is apparent that the result is close. 
Mr. Hanna refuses to make any claim, 
while the Democratic leaders give out state- 
ments that they ure assured of a small ma- 
jorits on joint ballot. If this is true it will 
enable them to elect a free silver Senator 
for the ‘remainder of Senator Sherman’s 
term and for the full six-year term, begin- 
ning March 4, 1890. ä 

It the Democratic assertions are borne 


profoundly this outcome, but has been 
afraid of it all along. It has had its seri- 
ous doubts, in spite of General Grosvenor's 
array of figures and the confident predic- 
tions of other leaders. It could not help 
secing the dangers of the disaffection in 
Cleveland and of the revolt against boss 
rule in Ciucinnati,. which threatened the 
loss of so many Republican members of 
the Legislature. There are in Cincinnati, 
as there were in Chicago last spring, Re 
publicans who will let everything slide in 
order to hit a boss and smash a machine. 

Tue Trisunp took no stock in the Re- 
publican plan of campaign. The stumpers 
had a great deal to say about the tariff and 
the protection given to wool. They ignored 
the free silver question, while the Demo- 
crats made this the great issue in their plat- 
form and had Bryan come into the State at 
the last moment to make a dozen speeches 
in behalf of his repudiatory policy. 

The ram-raisers did not rally around the 
Republican ticket with that enthusiasm 
which was predicted, The tariff argu- 
ments did not hold the city workingmen in 
line. The only thing which could have 
done so would have been a constant reit- 
ération on the part of the Republican press 
and speakers of the danger of tampering 
with the gold standard by sending a. free- 
silverite to the Senate in the place of a 
sound money man. 

It was hoped that the appearance of 
Bryan, though at the last moment, would 
stir up the gold Democrats and awaken 
them to a sense of the necessity of voting 
for the sound money Republican candidates. 
That hope does not seem to have been real- 
ized. 

It is possible that the Republicans might 
have found a stronger candidate than Sen- 
ator Hanna. He has bitter personal ene- 
mies in his own party, who were ready to 
go to any lengths, do their party serious 
injury, in order to knife him. But in spite 
of that the Republicans could have carried 
the Legislature if they had attacked Bryan- 
ism instead of defending highly-dutied 
wool and boasting about what had been 


done for sheep.

GEORGIA’S GOVERNOR ON LYNCHING. 

Governor Atkinson of Georgia in his 
recent inaugural message takes a stronger 
position on the question of lynching than 
any Southern Executive has yet occu- 
pied. He says to adopt lynch law is to put 
the life of every man in the power of any 
woman who for any reason might desire his 
death, and that he is led to the conciusion 
from information in his possession that 
several men have been lynched in Georgia 
who were not guilty of the crimes with 
which they were charged. The Governor 
says—and still more cases of a similar 
nature might be cited: 

1 am informed that one man, whom the mob be- 
Heved to be guilty, was shot down. A question 
then arose as to his identity, and he was salted 
down like a hog, shipped to the location of the 
crime, and found to de the wrong man—an inno- 


cent man. | 

Lynch law has not been restricted to cases 
where the charge wag an assault upon a woman. 

In Texas a man was lynched to suppress his 
evidence; in Kentucky because he was objectiona- 
ble to the neighborhood; and in Indiana five men 
were lynched for burglary. In our State in the 
last three years seven men have been lynched for 
murdér, and one man and one woman because 
they were suspected of arson. — 

Even had it been confined to bfrenses committed 
against women it could not have been justified. 
When such crimes are charged the passion of the 
people is more deeply stirred than by any other, 
and the mob is quick to act. 

The remedy which Governor Atkinson 
suggests for the suppression of mobs of 
lynchers is a drastic one. He says that the 
arresting officers should take the life of 
the assailants when resisting efforts to 
take prisoners from their custody, and 
that the prisoner himself should be un- 
sheckled, armed, and given and opportunity 
to defend himself. “The knowledge on 
the part of the mob that this would be 
done, the Governor correctly says, would 
deter it from pursuing its unlawful pur- 
pose.” In closing this part of his message 
Governor Atkinson calls upon the Legis- 
lature to enact into law provisions which 
will effectually suppress lynching. 

The Gc vernor has not overstated the case. 
It is unquestionable that some innocent 
men have been lynched, and that many have 
been murdered for slight offenses and some 
out of mere race prejudices and upon sus- 
picion only that they have been guilty of 
erime. The necessity for action in Georgia 
is shown by the fact that out of a total 
of 127 victims in the South twelve have 
been lynched in that State alone. Georgia 
in fact is only exceeded by Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, and ‘Texas in mob murders. 


THE FORT SHERIDAN AFFAIR. 

The Army and Navy Union of the United 
States, which has been holding its eighth 
annual meeting at Kansas City, appears to 
have joined Governor Tanner and Mr, 
Yerkes in denunciation of the Chicago 
newspaper press. Resolutions adopted by 
the union in secret session condemn 
the Chicago newspapers for their treat- 
ment of the recent Lovering-Hammond in- 
cident at Fort Sheridan on the ground that 
„newspaper criticisms of alleged brutality 
in the army create false impressions as to 


the lot of the common soldier,“ who, they | 


declare, is better treated, better fed, and 
better housed than is the soldier of any 
other nation,” 

he latter proposition, as 
doubt true; yet it is impossible to compre- 
hend how this fact can be pleaded in justifi- 
eation or defense of “instances of bru- 
tality,” which are alleged to be “ excep- 
tionally rare.“ On the contrary, the prompt 
exposure and condemnation of such acts as 
that committed at Fort Sheridan furnish 
the most effective means of discouraging 
their repetition and thus preventing them 
from becoming general. 

In view of the secret character of the 
meeting at which these resolutions were 
adopted, the public is left in ignorance on 
the point whether any denial was made as 
to the correctness of the newspaper report 
of the affair at Fort Sheridan or not, 
though, judging from the resolutions them- 
selves, nothing of the sort was attempted. 
If the acts charged against Captain Lov- 
ering were correctly represented—and they 
appear not only not to have been denied but 
virtually to have been confirmed by the 
testimony of himself and others, including 
his fellow-officers—the question is no longer 
one of fact, but of humanity and of disci- 
plinary policy. It is difficult to conceive 
what ground of complaint there can be 
against the press for stating facts which are 
not denied. The fact that Captain Lover- 
ing’s action is upheld and justified by his 
fellow-officers, instead of justifying the act 
itself, goes far to sustain the belief that 
a thorough investigation is called for. 

The resolutfons, as we are informed, in 
conclusion condemn the disposition of the 
Chicago newspapers to comment upon such 
affairs as that at Fort Sheridan “ as tend- 
ing to incite insubordination among the less 
intelligent men of the army.” That such 
incidents do“ incite insubordination can- 
not be questioned, Those primarily re- 
sponsible for such a result, it strikes us, are 
those who commit acts of brutality which, 
when described in the press, cannot be de- 
nied, instead of the papers which correctly 
describe them. The naval officers present 
at Kansas City, and who took part in the 
adoption of these resolutions, must have 
been aware that no such punishment as that 
inflicted on the soldier, Hammond, by Cap- 
tain Lovering, and under-his orders, would 
be allowed in the navy—or, if inflicted, the 
officer responsible for it would be subject 
to trial by court-martial, and, if convicted, 
to severe punishment. Is there any law, 
either naval or military, to justify the em- 
pleyment of methods of punishment of 
either seamen or soldiers before trial and

SECRECY OF THE BALLOT. | 

Judge Freeman decides that a voter can- 
not be compelled to tell for whom he marked 
his Australian ballot. That decision was 
made in a suit brought to oust Mayor Dyche 
of Evanston on the ground that he had not 
been legully elected. The petitioner claimed 
that 170 illegal votes were cast. He be- 
lieved—-but could not prove it—that they 
were cast for Dyche. He sought to prove it 
by putting the voters on the witness stand 
and making them tell for whom they 
voted. 

One of those witnesses refused to tel“ for 
whom he marked his ballot. The Judge 
holds that he has a right to refuse. ‘The 
secrecy of the ballot must*be respected. 
The decision is a sound one and will be 
sustained by the Supreme Court if the case 
ever gets there. 

This decision does hot interfere in any 
way with the punishment of a person who 
has voted illegally. That he has voted can 
be proved by the judges and clerks of elec- 
tion and others who were present when he 
did so. His offense is just the same if he 
voted illegally, whether he marked his ballot 
for one set of candidates or for another 
get. 

The fact that ballots east by persons not 
qualified to vote cannot be identified makes 
it impossible to eliminate those votes ¢ven 
when they may have changed the result of 
the- election. Under the old system each 
ballot was numbered so that it could be told 
for whom a particular person voted, and in 
the event of a contest the candidate for 
whom a non-voter had casi a ballot lost 
that vote. 

Under the Australian ballot law that can- 
didate for whom illegal votes are cast gets 
the benefit of them, even though the men 
who cast them are indicted and convicted. 
Hence it becomes all the more necessary to 
see that no illegal votes are cast. The 
registry lists must be looked after care- 
fully and no names be allowed to get on 
them that do not belong there. If that is 
done there will not be much illegal voting. 


BLANCO IN COMMAND. 0 

General Blanco, as successor of the dis- 
credited Weyler, has signalized his assump- 
tion of the office of Governor General of 
Cuba by the issue of a pompous proclama- 
tion addressed to the inhabitants of the 
island and to the military who have been 
engaged for two years past in performing 
the bloody work of his predecessor. In it 
he indniges in profuse assurances of good 
will and promises of forgiveness to those 
who may accept the clemency of the gov- 
ernment, while breathing out threats and 
vengeance against those who decline, ‘The 
army is told that he expects soon to suppress 
the insurrection, which is the same sort of 
assurance that was given by Weyler nearly 
two years ago, though he now leaves the 
revolution as strong as he found it. Wheth- 
er Blanco will be more successful than his 


butcher predecessor will probably be deter- 


mined in a much shorter period. oe 
A most significant fact in connection with 


the new Governor General’s proclamation | 


is its omission of all refetence to the sub- 


ject of antonomy, about which so much has 
been said in the dispatches from Madrid. 


Apparently this subject has becn relegated 


to the rear, as has been the case under his 


predecessors, until the work of subduing 
the insurrection by force of arms is com- 
pleted. When, if ever, this has been suc- 
cessfully accomplished, it will probably be 
decided that autonomy is neither necessa 
nor deserved, as has happened so frequently 
in the past.

Committee of Seventeen Meets. 


The Committee of Seventeen met in Mr. 
Keith’s office at the Metropolitan National 
Bank yesterday afternoon, and at once 
agreed that two subcommittees, one on 
legislation and one on promotion, were 
néeded. It was explained that the functions 
of the Committee on Legislation would 
be to prepare a measur- governing the as- 
sessment, of property and for the levying 
and the collection of taxes. This will neces- 
sarily entail considerable time and labor, and 
it was argued the work should be com- 
menced right away. If a special session 
should be called, it will probably begin early 
in January. 

It is understood that the committee wishes 
to consult with a number of men to receive 
suggestions and to gather data which will 
ald it in getting up a suitable bill. Con- 
ferences with the revenue committees of 
both Houses will be held. When the sub- 
committee was created, President John V. 
Farwell Jr. appointed the six representative 
citizens mentioned, and they all agreed to 
serve. 

He also appointed the Committee of Four 
on Promotion. No plans were discussed, nor 
will the general committee take that mat- 
ter into consideration until the subcommit- 
tee is ready to make a report. 


Before Real Estate Board. 


Revenue matters will be considered by the 
Real Estate board at its monthly meeting 
this afternoon. The special committee on 
this subject will report on the resolution of 
Louls A. Seeberger offered at the last meet- 
ing of the board, favoring agitation for a 
constitutional convention to revise the State 
laws. A meeting of the committee was 
held yesterday to consider the resolution 
and the report will be submitted to the 
board this afternoon. | 

President Marvin A. Farr will give an 
informal report on the recent visit of the 
committee of citizens to Springfield to ad- 
vocate a special session of the Legislature 
to pass a revenue law.

Mr. Medill Refutes Tanner. 


Chicago Evening Post: Joseph Medill, over 
his initials in Tun Trisune this morning, 
prints a complete answer and refutation of 
the malignant personal attack made on him 
by Governor Tanner at the banquet of the 
Commercial club Saturday night. In his 
speech Governor Tanner charged that Tax 
TRIBUNE'’s opposition to him was all due 
to his failure to retain three of Mr. Medill’s 
friends on the West Park board. He related 
how, while he was filled with a deep sense of 
gratitude for Tugs TrRisune’s “ vigorous, 
manly, and generous support of my [Tan- 
ner’s] candidacy during the campaign,“ 
Mr. Medill called on him and urged the re- 
tention of three Democratic members of the 
West Park board. The Governor then went 
into a muddy and Irrelevant explanation of 
how he was moved to remove Mr. Medill's 
friends and appointed intelligent, methodi- 
cal business-men to succeed them.“ 

Mr. Medill’s: side of this story, bearing all 
the marks of truth, ts printed in another col- 
umn. It merely confirms the universal! mis- 
trust of Tanner’s veracity. It appears that 
it was Governor-elect Tanner who called on 
Mr. Medill, and not vice versa. Mr. Tanner 
was profuse in his acknowledgments of obli- 
gations to THE TRIBUNE—and, in truth, he 
had cause to be grateful, considering the 
unsavory nature of the task that paper had 
performed for him. Mr. Tanner asked Mr. 
Medill what he could do to mark his sense 
of obligation. Mr. Medill, for reasons he 
gives, suggested the retention of John M. 
Oliver, Harvey T. Weeks, and Edward G. 
Uihiein as members of the West Park 
board. It was surely and solely in the in- 
terest of the West Side parks that Mr. Medill 
recommended the retention of these com- 
missloners— the fitness of Mr. Uithlein, the 
widely-known botanist and agriculturist, 
being especially manffest. But Bosses Hertz. 
and Lorimer were after their places, and 
Feb. 2 last Governor Tanner removed them 
to make way for Dr. Emil A. Grotefend, 
whose practice is unmentionable in a fam- 
ily newspaper; Charles B. Pavlicek, and Jo- 
seph W. Suddard. 

So great was the indignation on the West 
Side over the appointment of Dr. Grotefend 
that the whole community was relieved by 
the news of his resignation Feb. 17. 

Mr. Medill’s refutation of the attack on 
him by Tanner is full and complete. It is 
to be regretted, hawever, that he was em- 
barrassed in making it by the failure of THE 
TRIBUNE to print the Governor’s tirade in 
full last Sunday. It is puerile to say that 
the pressure of advertisements precluded 
its publication in full. The fault was doubt- 
less that of Mr. Medill's young men, who 
were oversensitive of an attack on their 
venerable chief appearing in his own news- 
paper. Had they learned journalism in his 
school they would have known that the best 
way to strangle slander upon a newspaper 
is to give it all the rope it wants in the col- 
umns whose daily contents are its sure refu- 
tation. Had Mr. Medill been “on deck” 
Saturday night Governor Tanner’s slanders 
would have been marked MUST GO, though 
several columns of news that would never 
have been missed had been peremptorily 
killed. 1 


Tanner’s Falsehood, 


The Chicago Record: John R, Tanner, 
Governor of Illinois, if stripped of his high 
office, would remain merely a small-bore 
politician. He has chosen to add to this dis- 
tinction the signing of the Allen bill, the gas 
consolidation bill, and other measures only 
less infamous, which by his approval became 
laws of Illinois to the incalculable harm of 
the citizens. Pilloried by the press for these 
shameless acts, he turns libeler in the des- 
perate hope of beating down the force of 
the facts which render him odious to the 
people of Illinois.

Clean City League. 
WILL ACT ON ITS TIPS. 


School Management Committee 
Also with the Children. 


DRAINAGE TRUSTEES SLIP UP 


Mrs. A. . Paul and a committee of eleven 
principals of the city schools received from 
Mayor Harrison yesterday positive assur- 
ance that the authorities would gladly co- 
operate with the Clean City league in its 
work of sanitary inspection, and would en- 
tertain and act upon whatever information 
they and the school children acting under 
their direction should bring. 

This means the consummation of a plan 
first advocated in Tur Trisvune, which will 
augment the city’s force of active street in- 
spectors by approximately 20,000. The Clean 
City league is made up of the children in the 
public schools, organized under the direction 
of the principals and teachers, These little 
people, who play upon every thoroughfare 
and byway in the city, have been encouraged 
to take note of what they see as to san- 
itary conditions, and make repogts to their 
teachers. 

Mrs. Paul has been largely influential in 
bringing about this organization. To per- 
fect it it was necessary that the teachers 
should receive the assurance that their la- 
bors would not be in vain. To this end she 
asked for a meeting with tho principals of 
the schools, and a committee of eleven went 
with her to call upon Mayor Harrison, The 
Mayor received them graciously, and prom- 
ised them all the help and encouragement in 
his power. He said later: ‘ 

„The committee came to learn whether 
the city authorities would take notice of 
the information they brought, and I told 
them that this would certainly be done. If 
they can in any way assist us in bringing 
about a better condition of the city streets 
by keeping a closer supervision over the 
work of the street cleaners they undoubt- 
edly should have all the encouragement it 
is in our power to give them. And this is 
the substance of what I told them. The 
complaints that are thus submitted will 
be placed in the proper hands so that they 
will be acted upon immediately.“ 

The School Management committee of the 
Board of Education also indorsed the Clean 
City league scheme and asked that the mat- 
ter be submitted to the full Board of Educa- 
tion. Richard Waterman Jr., as chairman 
of the Committee on Principals, appointed 
by the Institute of Education, presented the 
league proposition. Mrs. Paul and Miss 
Mary McDowell were present, but did not 
speak. 

Commissioner of Public Works MeGann 
during the day sent a letter to Chief Kip- 
ley requesting the police to assist in keep- 
ing the streets clean by strictly enforcing 
ordinances prohfbiting the littering of the 


streets with waste matter. Chief Kipley win 


issue a special order on the subject. 

Commissioner McGann’s letter read as fol- 
lows: 

Chicago, Nov. 2, 1897.—It is useless for the De- 
partment of Public Works to try to keep the 
highways of the city clean unless some effort 
is made to correct certain abuses that appear to 
be increasing instead of diminishing. The boxes 
of many dirt wagons are so defectively con- 
structed that the movement of the wagon along 
the etreet discharges large quantities of the cen- 
tents of the boxes, giving the street the appear- 
ance of neglect. In the business eection private 
scavenger wagons, with loose boxes, collect gar- 
bage and offal from restaurants, kitchens, and 
hotels, and the liquids filter th h the boxes 
on to the streets and alleys over which they pass. 

The wagons are also overipaded, so that the vile 
mass overflow the wagons, falls to the ground, and 
is scattered by passing vehicles, making the pave- 
ments filthy. 

Sawdust peddlers, careless in loading their bar- 
rels or baskets which they use to convey sawdust 
to their customers, permit them to overflow, and 
make no attempt to remove what has been de- 
posited on the pavement. a 

The feeding of horses on the streets and the de- 
positing of the contents of the feeding bags on 
the pavements we still have with us. 

I am urged by the Superintendent, the fore- 
men, and the inspectors to write this letter, bo- 
cause they allege it is utterly impossible to get 
results that are satisfactory unless you give your 
assistanco. 

— 

Professor E. J. James of the University of 
Chicago presented for the consideration of 
the Committee on School Management the 
matter of a free lecture course in connection 
with the University of Chicago extension 
movement.

A committee of the Drainage board called 
upon Mayor Harrison during the day to 
urge upon him their recommendations in 
mattérs of patronage. The Drainage board 
members find some of their political friends 
out in the cold as the result of the last police 
order. So they decided to go in a body to 
the Mayor and enter a protest. But the 
Mayor said he could not see his way to re- 
instate the discharged favorites. The com- 
mittee comprised President Kelly, Trustees 
Jones, Wenter, Smith, and Boldenweck. All 
of these are Democrats, except Trustee 
Boldenweck. Trustee Braden was to have 
been present; but he did not arrive until 
after the others had had their ungatis- 
factory interview with the Mayor. 

The matter of intersecting sewers was 
brought up, too, but all that the members 
of the board could report was thet the sub- 
ject would be taken up at today’s meeting. 
They admitted, however, that under the 
existing law the district was compelled to 
build lateral channels to furnish a larger 
volume of water for the Chicago River; but 
said that there were no funds available for 
the work at present, and that there probably 
would be none until the year 1902. :

Mayor Harrison is standing by the Civil 
wervice commission in us enorts to nave 
Star league policemen with bad records re- 
moved.

DEFEAT FOR MRS. CARSE. 


IS DENIED AUTHORITY TO HANDLE 
TEMPLE FINANCES. 


Hard Fight on This Point in the W. C. 
T. U. Convention at Buffalc — Her 
Friends Seek te Piace Her on the 

Same Footing as Miss Willard with 
Respect to the Fund, but Are Unsuc- 
cessful—Re-election of President 

Willard and Other National Officers. 


Buffalo, N. T., Nov. 2.—{Special.]—Not 
satisfied with the perfunctory indorsement 
of her management of Temple finances, Mrs. 
Matilda B. Carse today demanded equal 
recognition with Miss Willard in future 
work for the Woman's Temple. In this she 
was defeated. 

A motion was adopted declaring that 
„nothing said in the discussion of the Tem- 
ple shall be construed as reflecting on Mrs. 
M. B. Carse, her sincerity of purpose, her 
good faith, or her management; but, on the 
contrary, we hereby express Our apprecia- 
tion of her unfaltering faith and her tireless 
labors in the interests of the Temple.” 

A resolution that the minutes of yester- 
day’s session be amended so as to include the 
name of Mrs. Matiida B. Carse with that of 
Miss Willard in a resolution pledging sup- 
port to the Temple was lost by a vote of 104 
to 148. 

Mrs. Carse said the $121,000 of conditional 
pledges could probably be renewed in case 
the $800,000 is not raised by Jan. 1, and that 
probably 680,000 worth of Temple trust bonds 
would be presented by the owners, leaving 
only $100,000 for Miss Willard to raise. Mrs. 
Carse was asked if she did not think the 
convention had voted its disapproval of her 
schemes to raise the money through the 
local unions. 

“This matter ise not ended yet,“ she de- 
clared. There will be other resolutions.” 


, Resolutions Adopted. 


Here are the salient points in the resolu- 
tions which were adopted: 

We condemn the so-called new journal- 
ism,’ with its ofttime shocking dolineations 
of viee and crime. 

We protest against the use of woman's 
face and form as an advertising medium. 

We approve the call for a convention 
against lynching, for which arrangements 
are new being made. 

We insist upon an educational instead of 
a sex test for the elective franchise. 

We make our solemn and sorrowful pro- 
test against the press publishing any impu- 
tations upon the upright and Christian char- 
acter of our national President, and in an- 
ewer to all charges and insinuations against 
her we declare them all without foundation, 
and express our apreciation of her unselfish 
and devoted labors. This refers to charges 
that Miss Willard drank wine in Europe 
anil wes a pensioner of Lady Henry Somer- 
set. 

Legal regulation of the social evil is again 
condemned. Railroad companies are asked 
to abolish smoking compartments in sleeping 
cars. Congress is petitioned to protect State 
anti-cigaret laws; to prohibit interstate 
gambling by telegraph or telephone; to pro- 
hibit the reproduction of prize-fights,, and 
the circulation of extended newspaper de- 
scriptions of such fights. 

The indorsement of the prohibition party 
wan stricken out, in retaliation for the ac- 
tion of the Pittsburg convention in falling 
to indorse woman’s suffrage in 1896, but the 
principle of prohibition was strongly re- 
afürmed.

Homes for Waifs. 


Miss Harriet Leavitt, Superintendent of 
the Department of Homes for Homeless 
Children, madeareport. She said: 

“The department has been in existence 
six years. The work was taken up at the 
instigation of Miss Willard, who, recogniz- 
ing the fact that a large majority of home- 
less children are deprived of their homes 
by the liquor traffic, thought it fitting that 
the Woman's Christian. Temperance union 
should extend a helping hand to these inno- 
cent victims. 

“The W. C. T. U. of North Carolina has 
made strenuous efforts to have a hospital 
attached to the State Orphanage, and the 
building is now an assured thing. 

In Indiana the work has been in the way 
of arousing interest in the care of dependent 
children throughout the State. A new law 
has been passed by the State, which requires 
that all children over 1 „ar of age shall be 
removed from the county infirmaries by 
Jan. 1, 1898. 

“ Fourteen States, in all, have taken up 
this work, with the result that thousands 
of homeless or deficient children are being 
reared in comfort.

GEORGIA LEGISLATURE HAS THE 
“ MATTER IN HAND. 


Bill Now Pending Is Likely to Be 
Passed—Action Prompted by the 
Killing of a Piayer in a Recent 
Game — Governor Atkinson's Wife 


Game She Cries Against its Bra- 


Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 2 Atspoclal I— Football 
is dead in Georgia. The university team has 
disbanded, the City Council of Atlanta for- 
bids it, and a bill is belng rushed through 
the State Legislature making it illegal. In 
both branches of the Legislature there was 
manifest a strong anti-football sentiment. 
Notwithstanding the fact that Representa- 
tive Cole has a holdover bill prohibiting the 
rough-and-tumble pastime, two other meas- 
ures. of similar purport were introduced, 
one in the Senate and one in the House. 
They were unquestionably prompted by the 
tragedy on the local gridiron last Saturday, 
and it begins to look as though the Legisla- 
ture was going to put its foot down hard on 
the game. 

If any one of the bills had come to a vote 
today it would have been passed, and unless 
a strong football lobby ‘ts immediately or- 
ganized the young men up at Athens might 
as well get their hair cut and sell the five- 
cent cotton out of their trousers. Still, the 
Georgia Legislature is a mighty uncertain 
body, and it is not safe to announce that any 
sort of definite action will be taken. The 
spasm of reform was lively while it lasted, 
but the bills may be forgotten in a week. 
In the House Mr. Awtry of Cobb offered the 
following resolution: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
General Assembly of Georgia that the game 
of football should be prohibited from all 
schools and colleges receiving financial aid 
from the State. 

Resolved, Further, that the trustees of 
the State University be requested to have 


~gaid game of football prohibited from the 


university at Athens and from the various 
branches of the same.“ 


Sweeping in Its Provisions. 


It was referred to the Committee on Edu- 
cation, which has in addition Mr. Cole's bill, 
introduced last November and sent to the 
General Judiciary committee after the first 
reading. That was soon after Dr. Warren 
Candler, President of Emory College, made 
his attack on intercollegiate football games 
and not long after Chancellor William E. 
Boggs of the State University invited the 
General Assembly out to Brisbine Park to 
see a game between the university and Au- 


burn elevens, promising that every member 


of the university eleven would be a gentle- 
man and a scholar. Senator Allen, the Re- 
publican member from the Forty-first Dis- 
trict, is the author of an anti-football bill 
introduced in the Upper House. 

This bill is in general terms similar to the 
others that have been introduced. It is en- 
titled a bill to“ prohibit the playing of foot- 
ball in Georgia and to provide a penalty for 
the violation of the same.“ 

The bill is sweeping in its provisions, and 
prevents the game under any and all cir- 
cumstances. 

Senator Allen says he has introduced the 
bill because it meets not only his own indi- 
vidual views, but he feels certain that it 
meets the approval of the people of the 
State. He says that at a big tabernacle 


meeting which he attended in Pickens Coun- 


ty on Sunday the tragedy in Atlanta was 
discussed, and the unanimous sentiment was 
against the game and in favor of the Legis- 
lature taking some step to put a stop to it. 
Governor and Mrs. Atkinson were interested 
spectators of the game on Saturday after- 
noon, and Mrs. Atkinson declares she never 
wants to see another game.

* WANT GOODWIN TO STAY. 


THEIR OLD PASTOR TO REMAIN. 


Members of Firat Congregational 
Church 


Who Has Presided Over Them for 
Thirty Years, and They Will Make a 
Final Effort to n Him to Re- 
consider His Determination. 


The Prudential committee of the First 
Congregational Church has deferred action 
on the resignation of the Rev. Edward 
Payson Goodwin, and it is quite probable 
that an effort will be made during the week 
to prevail upon the venerable pastor to with- 
draw his letter, and to remain for a time at 
least af the head of his old church. At a 
meeting of the committee on Monday even 
‘ing Dr. Goodwin's physicians were closely 
questioned, and from them it was learned 
that Dr. Goodwin's health, while delicate, 
was not necessarily in a serious way. A 
few weeks of rest and quiet, they thought, 
would go far toward restoring him to 
strength and vigor. 

The committee has for several months past 
realized that Dr. Good win was no longer able 
to attend to the full duties of his pastorate, 
but it was not prepared for his resignation. 


mittee, was unwilling to allow Dr. Goodwin 
to sever his connection with the First 
Church entirely, his letter of resignation was 
so pathetically worded, and appealed 80 
eloquently for his release from further re- 
sponsibilities that the committee was at 
first unaDle to decide what course to adopt. 


All Wish Him to Stay. 

The unanimous sentiment in the church 
was in favor of making a last attempt to 
prevail upon Dr. Goodwin to withdraw his 
resignation, and action to that end probably 
will be taken by the Prudential committee 
soon. 

Dr. Goodwin is at present resting at 
Onekama, Mich., and it is not unlikely that 
a member of the Prudential committee will 
visit the. village durlug the week, and learn 
from the celebrated preacher r own lips his 
final decision in tne matter. 

Dr. Edward Payson Goodwin is 6 years old, 
and was boron nt Rome, XN. V. He came of a 
church-going family, anl. graduating from 
Amherst College, he entered the Union 
Theological Seminary. He became famous 
during the early zbolition agitations as an 
anti-slavery preacher. During the war Di. 
Goodwin occupied the pulpit of the First 
Congregational Church of Columbus, O., and 
his “ union ’’ sermons were read and quoted 
throughout the country. 


Thirty Years in First Church. 


Shortly after the war Dr. Goodwin came to 
Chicago, and was made pastor of the First 
Church, where he has been for thirty years. 
He became known as one of the strongest 
speakers of the locil ministry, and he has 
always said with pride that his orthodoxy 
has never been challengod. Since he be- 
came identitied with the First Church Dr. 
Goodwin nas been instrumental in building 
up several strong socictics. He has been 
enthusiastic in the cause of missions, and 
has the reputation of having by his indi- 
vidual efforts established more missions 
than any other riinister in Chicago. 

The First Church of Chicago is one of the 
foremost Congregational churches in the 
country, and one of the most influential. 
During Dr. Goodwin's recent illness the pul- 
pit of the First Church has been supplied by 
Dr. J. C. Blanchard, President of the Con- 
gregational College at Wheaton, and by

Several prominent ministers are mentioned 
as possible successors to Dr. Goodwin if he 
should decline to retract his resignation. 
Among these are Professor H. M. Scott and 
Professor 8. I. Curtiss of the Chicago Theo- 
logical Seminary, both of whom are members 
of the First Church. Until the Prudential 
committee receives a final reply from Dr. 
Goodwin, however, the matter of his suc- 
cessor will not be considered.

CHICAGO MILLERS DOING WELL 


No Such Adverse Conditions Damage 
the Industry in This City as 
Obtains in St. Louis. 


Leading Chicago millers say that no such 
condition obtains here with reference to 
their industry as is the.case at St. Louis, 
where, according to advices in THE TRIBUNE 
yesterday morning, five of the largest mills 
in that city have shut down owing to the 
relatively high price of wheat in that mar- 
ket as compared With most other markets. 
In fact Chicago millers have no complaints 
to make, for Ghicago enjoys peculiar ad- 
vantages in this direction. 
This market, it is claimed, has the largest 
permanent and legitimate bear influences 
at work, irrespective of Board of Trade op- 
erators, of any market in the world. This 
comes from the fact that this market has to 
bear the competition of every large pur- 
chaser of wheat, regardless of his purchasing 
points. It is done as a matter of precaution, 
or insurance against loss resulting from a 
decline in the price of that grain. He simply 
offsets the chance of any loss, contenting 
himself with his legitimate milling profit. 
There are purely local reasons, too, it is sald, 
for the disadvantage under which St. Louis 
millers are ‘now suffering.

The statute provides that each agent of a com- 
pany shall return to the proper officer in the 
county where he is located, annually in the month 
of May, the amount of net receipts for the pre- 
ceding year, and this shall be subject to taxation 
for all purposes as other personal property is 
taxed, the tax to be in Meu of all town and 
municipal licenses. The agents held this law 
was repealed by the act of the General Assembly 
passed in 1895 permitting eities with a paid fire 
department to collect a sum not exceeding 2 per 
cent from the insurance companies for the benefit 
of the fire department. Under this act the pres- 
ent city ordinance was passed taxing the com- 
pamies 1 per cent on their gross receipts. The

NERVOUSNESS IN WHEA 
LOUAL TRADERS OVERSELL anne 
AND THE MARKET REACTS. 


Close of Eastern Markets Makes the 


Trade a Little Uncertain as to the 
Proper Thing to Do—Absence of Ex- 
pected Statistics Also Affects the Lo- 
cal Situation—Coarse Grains Ruie 
Dull and Featureless — Gossip of 
the Day. 


Anticipation of a report on available sup- 
plies which did not make its appearance in- 
duced heavy overselling of the wheat mar- 
ket. The figures on Monday furnisd a basis 
for expecting an exceptionally heavy in- 
crease in the available supply, but Brad- 
street’s report for some reason did not 
make its appearance. While statistics had 
much to do with the prices on Monday, 
there was a great dearth of figures yester- 
day. Three of the seaboard markets were 
closed on account of election and the show- 
ing of clearances was 
incomplete. <A year 
ago all the Western 
markets were closed, 
and so the only com- 
parison that could be 
made on Northwest- 
ern receipts was with 
the previous week. 
| This was not partic- 
ularly favorable,with 
1.048 cars against 
997. The cable news 
regarding Argentine 
and Indian prospects 
was bearish, and 
there werg further 
rains through- the 
winter wheat States. Liverpool was off id 
at the opening and closed with a decline 
of %@%d. A number of St. Louis mills have 
closed down on account of the high price of 
wheat and unfavorable railroad rates, and 
this was perhaps one reason for the weak- 
ness developed at St. Louis during the early 
part of the session. The feeling at the open- 
ing was decidedly easy, with first quota- 
tions showing concessions of about e on 
May and rather more on December. Bald- 
win-Gurney were conspicuous sellers dur- 
ing the early part of the session. The local 
crowd was disposed to favor the selling side, 
and the low point of the whole market was 
a full cent below the closing figures of the 
previous day. 

Reaction from Overselling. 


The feature of the market during the latter 
part of the session was the natural reaction 
from the overselling of the morning, stimu- 
lated by a bullish report on the position of 
the winter wheat crop by the Orange Judd 
Farmer, réports of cash business here and 
at the seaboard, an advance in continental 
markets, and excellent buying by the people 
who have been incontrolof December. The 
clique was credited with liberal purchases 
of both December and May. Arthur Orr 
Teinstated his line and the Barrett-Farnum 
house bought upwards of 750,000 bu of May 
wheat after that delivery passed 98c. Some 
of the people who watch the pit trade close- 
ly thought they saw more evidences of De- 
cember wheat being on tap.“ The nar- 
rowing of the difference between May and 
December suggested this, and while the 
December shorts come an the two futures 
worked together on active buying of May.

Commercial National Is.the Institution 
Which Chooses Him to Succeed the 
Late Henry F. Eames — New York 
Biscuit Company Makes a Cut in the

Exchange. 


James H. Eckels, Controller of the Cur- 
rency, has been elected President of the 
Commercial National ü 

He will begin the duties of his new office 
on Jan. 1, and his resignation of his present 
public office will be tendered to President 
McKinley as soon as his last annual report 
is sent to Congress next month. | 

The electién occurred at last Friday's 
weekly meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the Commercial National Bank, but as 
the directors have kept silence until Mr. 
Eckels could be officially notified, 
of the selection of the Controller of the 
Currency to be the head of one of Chicago's 
chief financial institutions, is just begin- 
ning to be known in banking circles. 

Negotiations haye long been pending be- 
tween the bank officials and Mr. Eckels, 
but as Mr. Eckels has recently had many 
other excellent offers—among them from 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust company of 
this city—it was not certain which institu- 
tion would secure his services. 

The election to fill the vacancy in the 
Commercial National Bank, caused by the 
death of President Henry F. Fames early in 
the summer, has been delayed for many 
weeks owing to the desire of the directors to 
have Mr. Eckels be his successor, Not until 
assurance was received from the Controller 
last week that he would accept the position 
did the directors finally elect him on 
Friday. 

The honor bestowed upon Mr. Eckels Is a 
great one, but his election: is considered 
also by local bankers to be not only a piece 


of good fortune to the Commercial National 


Bank, but to the other banks of the city as 
well, for it is. recognized that in —ů 4 of 
financial panic or danger his counsel would 
be invaluable to the interests of the city. 
The action of the directors of this bank 
calls to mind the fact that one of Mr. 
Eckels’ prédecessors, Mr. Lacey, was called 


to Chicago as President of the Bankers’ . 


National Bank at the close of his term. 
New York Biscuit Makes Cat. 


The biscuit fight develops in interest. 
The New York Biscuit company has just 
issued a circular letter to its Eastern cus- 
tomers, in which it presents a new price 
list on all its various grades of staple gooda, 
and in general makes reductions of from 
% to %c per pound on its biscuit. The re- 
ductions in price went into effect on Mon- 
day. Nov. 1. 

This cut comes in the nature of a sur- 
prise, for it was supposed that in its home 
territory the New York company would not 
try to meet the recent joint cuts of the 
United States and American companies, but 
would keep prices up.so that each pound of 
biscuit would show some profit, even though 
there would be considerable loss in the 
amount of sales. 

The American and United States com- 
panies had, however, made.such complete 
arrangements for their campaign in the 
East, and were so fully prepared to take 
whatever business their cut would cause 


their enemies to lose, that the New York 


people have evidently feared what might 
happen unless the cut.was met at once at 
least Half way. The present cut of the 
New York company only about half meets 
the recent cut of its rivals, which was ic to 
14%c per pound. a 

Another biscuit consolidation story was put 
in circulation yesterday, and the stock was 
raised up to 64%, at which quotation there 
was a profit of nearly 3 points to those who 
had heralded the tip.“ It was stated that 
the hotels were filling up with delegates 
representing warring cracker coneerns in 
all parts of the country, and that the object 
of the convention, which would meet today. 
in a room in the Auditorium, would be not 
only peace but consolidation. There will be 
a regular monthly meeting of the Executive.

If anything is going 
on in the way of serious negotiations to- 
ward peace it appears to be unbeknown to 
those managing the affairs. of the biscuit 
companies.
